Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Skotheim et 
al. in view of Sotomura on claims 1-7, 9-17, 19-24 are withdrawn. The rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Skotheim et al. (US Patent 5,961 ,672) in 
view of Sotomura (US Patent 6,245,458 B1), in further view of Zuiho et al. (JP 
Publication 1 0-1 01 793) as applied to claims 8 and 1 8 are withdrawn. The rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Skotheim et al. (US Patent 
5,961 ,672) in view of Sotomura (US Patent 6,245,458 B1 as evidence by Fauteux et al. 
(US Patent 6,030,719) as applied to claims 24 and 25 are withdrawn.
